it  is  nothing  new  to  remark  that  water  1 
will  not  run  higher  than  its  source.  The  ' 
morality  of  the  M.  P.  is  no  higher  than  that  ; 
of  bis  constituents  ;  nor  conversely,  that  of 
his  constituents  higher  than  that  of  tbe 
representative.  A  44  boodling  "  electorate 
makes  a  44  boodling  ”  representative.  "The  ! 
country  has  tor  fourteen  tears  at  least,  been 
utterably  corrupt.  Tbe  great  majoiity  were 
bought  up  in  1878  in  an  open  market.  Sir 
John  Macdonald  offered  tbe  people  wealth 
as  the  put  chase  money  of  his  rcnabilimsot 
and  return  to  power.  The  N.  P.  wae  given 
as  a  price  and  was  accepted  as  value  re 
ceivid.  Tne  Pacific  scandal  w*s  condoned, 
each  member  of  that  "  bocdle  brigade,*4 
received  from  tho  elootorate  a  free  pardon 
and  tbe  Paoitio  Scandal  Cabinet  were 
restored  to  office  not  one  of  tbe  orew  being 
left  out,  this  was  the  deliberate  aot  of  the 
44  people  "  who  io  broad  daylight  proclaimed 
that,  so  far  aa  the  Dominion  of  Canada  was 
concerned,  political  moiality  was  of  no, 
account,  provided  political  immorality  in¬ 
sured  a  modest  degree  ot  increased  material  I 
prosperity  in  the  country.  The  Pacific 1 
scandal  he  roe -i  began  to  teign  a  second  time 
in  1878,  aud  they  reigned  continuously  for 
thirteen  yeats.  Death  and  devatious  to 
high  places  made  many  inroads  upon  their 
numbers,  but  the  remnants  of  the  horde,  in 
March  1891,  still  cried  out  aloud,  “  What 
shall  be  done  to  those  whom  the  people 
delighteth  to  honor  ?”  and  the  response  wa*. 

“  Let  them  be  clothed  with  the  robes  ot 
State  and  seated  upon  the  treasury  benches,'* 
aud  it  was  done.  The  wicked  shall  flourish 
like  a  green  bay  tree.  It  is  said  that  the 
people  have  suddenly  beoome  virtuous,  that 
Human  ia  to  be  succeeded  by  Mordecai  and 
that  the  wicked  politicians  are  to  perish  by 
way.  Fudge  !  the  scandal  era  at  Ottawa 
has  barely  fluttered  (be  moial  pulse  of  the 
country.  The  Globe  in  to-day's  Issue  refers 
triumphantly  to  the  action  of  the  clergy, 
and  several  “  sermons  ”  based  on  such  texts 
as,  "  righteousness  exalts  a  nation,  but  sin 
is  a  r.  proach  to  any  people,"  are  reproduced 
to  indicate  that  at  last  the  public  conscience 
is  aroused  and  that  shortly  the  text  "turn 
the  rascals  out"  will  receive  a  practical 
illustration.  Again  I  say  “  fudge  !”  A 
"religious  revival  is  wauled,"  aaith  one 
clergyman.  How  innch  of  a  revival  is  re¬ 
quired  to  prove  that  it  is  wicked  to  44  steal." 
The  public  prosecutor  is  &  much  more 
effectual  instrument  in  inculcating  honesty 
than  the  preacher.  But  what  have  tbe 
preachers  been  doing  for  tho  past  ten  weeks  ? 
Whence  this  sudden  courage  to  call  a  sp.tde 
a  spado  ?  Ha*  the  i'acaud  incident  had  auy- 
ihing  to  do  with  it?  Can  it  be  that  the 
ministeis  aic  happy  because  Ifoth  parties  are 
alike?  They  cun  now  hit  from  tho  shoulder 
without  rill  cling  upon  their  44  own  patty." 
Had  Langevin,  et  al,  been  alone  in  the  pud¬ 
dle,  would  you  have  been  able  to  say,  44  The 
boldncua  with  which  they  (the  clergy)  have 
dinourcrd  the  evil*  in  high  piaces  is  one  of 
the  most  hopeful  features  io  what  is  grow 
mg  to  be  our  ualional  disgiace"?  No: 
much  .  Giit  aud  tory  fill  the  pulpit  as  well 
as  the  pews,  and  thus  until  corruption  had 
bo  exhibited  itself  that  '.ho  itev.  clorgy  were 
able  to  say  (liko  Dr  Galbraith),  ‘‘These 
disclosure*  have  not  been  oontiuod  to  any 
one  particular  parly,"  the  clergy  kept  a 
dibcreet  silence.  I  do  not  blame  them.  A 
clergyman  cannot  afford  to  wreck  hia  con¬ 
gregation  ;  and  while  it  remains  to  be  true 
a«  ii  ia  truo  to  day  that  the  tory  paity 
almost  to  a  man,  a*  indicated  by  it*  party 
organs,  groan  in  the  spirit  and  are  troubled, 
not  at  ooiruplicu  in  high  places. per  so  but 
»id<.ly  because  it  has  been  discovered  in 
their  ow  n  ranks,  the  clergy  were  but  human 
in  maintiining  a  discreet  silence  in  tho  pul¬ 
pit  bounded  as  it  is  by  Tories  on  every 
side. 

ll.it  now  that  tho  Quebec  Local  Govern 
incut,  with  the  in  lomitable  Morcier  at  its 
head,  is  aho  in  the  mire,  tbe  trammel* 
surrounding  the  pulpit  are  removed,  aud  no 
hariier  remains  to  a  '*  fiue  freo/y  "  and  fiery 
fiont,  do:ouncing  a  corruption  which  i* 
uucoulined, 

l  ot  me  recommend  the  picaihcrs,  how 
cvi  r  ( illhough  theio  is  little  fear),  to  beware 
of  couiji.uuulii.g  the  M<  wat  Government. 
There  it  stands  firm  as  Gibraltar,  irnpreg- 
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In  the  ten  year*  between  1871  and  1881 
the  population  of  Middleaex  oounly, 
Ontario,  increased  to  such  an  extent  that 
the  oounty  became  entitled  to  and  obtained 
an  additional  representative  in  the  Bouse 
of  Commons.  But  in  tbe  laat  decade, 
under  Tory  rule,  tire  population  of  Middle 
•ex  has  actually  declined  by  over  4,000.

Mr  fol 
Starr*'  evidence  therefore  atand*  uncontra¬ 
dicted,  and  Mr.  Starr*  ha*  aworn  positively 
that  he  wa*  forced  by  Sir  Hector  Langevin 
to  withdraw  hi*  tender  for  the  dock 
although  it  wa*  the  lowest,  and  the  result 
of  hi*  withdrawal  was  that  the  contract 
went  to  Sir  Hector’*  pet*  ,  the  men  who 
subscribed  to  bis  testimonial  fond  and 
furnished  him  with  corruption  money. 

The  English  paper*  vigorenaly  condemn 
the  rascality  of  our  Canadian  Ministers, 

M.  P.*’  and  oontraotor*.  and  the  Weekly4  W 
Despatch  doe*  not  hesitate  to  lay  almost  <  pit 
the  whole  blame  upon  the  deceased  Premier  !  tio 
to  whose  memory  those  who  have  profited  j  bit 
by  his  baneful  system  are  even  yet  talking  it 
of  raising  a  monument.  Tbe  Despatch  says:  an 
'The  secret  of  Sir  John  Macdonald's  pei 
electoral  victories  is  out.  On  this  side  of ;  nrt 
the  water  surprise  has  often  been  expressed  tb< 
at  the  patience  with  which  onr  Canadian  c&i 
cousins  submitted  to  the  Tory-Protectionist  be< 
rule  of  that  prince  of  political  intriguer*,  an 
There  is  now,  alas, !  no  difficulty  in  explain-  thi 
ing  that  curious  situation.  Sir  John's 
Government  retted  on  a  stupendous  and 
all  prevailing  system  of  bribery  and  cor 
ruption.  Even  Tamany  Hall  smells  sweet 
and  clean  in  comparison  with  the  huge 
stinkpot  of  Sir  John's  Government.  Day 
bv  day  the  revelations  that  are  going  on  at 
Ottawa  disclose  a  huge  system  of  corruption 
that  would  make  old  Walpole  green  with 
envy.  The  Public  Works  Department  was 
tainted  and  rotten  to  the  core.  Every 
contract  was  given  to  political  supporters 
they  bargained  for  enormous  prices,  and 
paid  back  a  portion  of  their  ill  gotten  gains 
to  Ministers  and  their  friends.  The  con¬ 
fession  of  Mr.  Thomas  McGreevy,  M.  P. 
a  close  friend  of  Sir  Hector  Langevin,  Sir 
John's  designated  successor,  reads  like  a 
romance  in  the  pages  of  rascality.  Some 
times  even  the  contracts  were  made  to 
mythical  persons,  to  that  no  portion  of  the 
swag  might  escape  the  greedy  politicans. 
Presents  of  stoam  yachts,  carriages,  horses 
jewellery  and  diimonds  wero  constantly 
made  to  officials.  Altogether  suoh  an 
exposure  has  seldom  been  made  in  the 
annals  of  political  corruption.  Rosa  Tweed 
wfas  not  in  it  with  Sir  Johu  Macdonald  and 
his  gang.” 

Even  the  Montreal  Gazette  is  compelled 
to  admit  that  the  Robitaille  McGreevy 

Riopel  scandal  should  be  investigated.  It  <t)i 
points  out  that  the  subiiJies  voted  by  the  tit 
federal  and  provincial  parliaments  formed 
the  only  capital  of  the  Robitaille-McGreevy 
combination  ;  that  theso  subsidies  were  not 
only  sufficient  to  build  the  road,  but  Li 
onriched  tho  directors,  whomever  invested  T» 
a  cent  of  their  own  money,  anil  that  70 
“practically  tho  public  has  been  taxed  to 
build  a  railroad  for  private  persons  to  own  2,’) 
and  the  private  porsons  havo.by  the  process  1.7 
of  building  it  also  put  considerable  sums  of 
niouev  into  their  pockets."  Quite  so.  But 
Mr.  Blake  exposed  the  whole  business  in 
parliament  in  1*80,  and  was  denounced  as 
a  most  unpatriotic  man  for  doing  so.  The 
Tory  majority  voted  subsidies  into  the 
pockets  of  the  Robitaille  McGreevy  clique 
with  their  eyes  open,  and  Mr.  Thomas 
McGreevy  rewarded  their  generosity  by 
spending  S'J-.iMX)  of  tho  before  mention**’,

But  the  manner  io  which  the 
subsidies  voted  to  those  railway,  lines  were 
uaed  will  shortly  bo  disclosed.  Wait  till 
the  Quebec  legislature  aaks  Mr.  Chapleau 
to  explain  his  Pontiac  an  1  Pacific  railway 
deals. 

Orakobville,  Aug.  31.— The  Rev.  Donald 
C.  Ilossack,  the  Presbyterian  minister  of 
this  town,  is  nothing  if  not  valiant.  It  was 
a  brave  undertaking  in  this  Conservative 
stronghold,  with  one  half  of  his  congrega¬ 
tion  of  that  shade  ot  politics,  to  denounce 
the  corrqption  that  prevails  at  Ottawa  , 
hut  he  essayed  to  do  it  in  a  sermon  lait 
night  of  no  uncertain  sound.  It  was  he 
who.  in  a  communication  some  time  ago  to 
The  Globe,  forcibly  exposed  the  moral 
obliquity  of  vision  displayed  by  Principal 
Grant,  in  a  celebrated  interview  at  Ottawa, 
in  reference  to  Sir  Charles  Tupper,  in  which 
tho  principal  advocated  the  claims  of  that 
malodorous  politician  for  the  position  of 
leader  of  the  Tory  party. 

Ilev.  Mr.  Ilossack,  in  the  course  of  hie 
sermon  last  night,  declared  that  tbe  saddest 
feature  in  connection  with  Canada's  shame 
was  the  dumbness  of  the  occupants  of  $he 
prominent  pulpits  throughout  the  country 
an  the  subject  of  the  political  immorality 
that  prevails  at  Ottawa.  He  illustrated 
this  by  tho  dulled  moral  perceptions 
exhibited  by  a  minister  who  occupies  one 
of  the  prominent  pulpits  in  Toronto,  in  his 
obituary  sermon  on  Sir  John  Macdonald, 
where  he  apparently  cited  with  approval 
an  anecdote  relating  to  Sir  John,  in  which 
it  is  said  that  he,  when  a  young  man  in 
Kingston,  asked  a  friend  what  he  should 
do  to  be  popular.  The  friend  replied  that 
he  should  join  the  Grange  Lodge  and  run 
for  the  municipal  Council,  vyhich  advice 
Sir  John  acted  upon.  Mr.  lfossack  declar¬ 
ed  that  he  would  have  spared  Bir  John 
this  last  thrust  if  he  half  undertaken  to 
preach  an  obituary  sermon,  and  he  de< 
nounced  the  lack  of  principle  that  was 
exhibited  in  joining  a  lodge  and  getting 
into  tho  Council  with  any  such  motives. 
He  said  that  vifts  bv  jgflBatrtktors  of  $”2,000 
to  a  Minister  of  the  V^wo,  and  of  a 
diamond  necklace  to  the  wife  of  a  Cabinet 
Minister,  should  have  the  image  and  super- 
scription  of  him  who  would  rather  reign 
in  hell  than  rule  in  Heaven,  for  he  was  the 
true  author  of  such  gifts. 

No  such  gifts  woqld  be  made  to  the  Rev. 
pr.  Ward  rone  or  to  the  minister  who 
occupied  the  Methodist  pulpit  of  this  town, 
although  they  were  men  who  lmve  done 
quite  as  much  for  the  country  as  any 
Cabinet  Minister,  simply  because  the  con¬ 
tributors  could  gain  nothing  by  making 
a  donation,.  And  the  contractors  who 
made  it  and  those  who  received  such  gifts 
must  bo  actuated  by  corrupt  motives,  for 
the  latter  must  know  what  motives  in¬ 
fluenced  the  act.  Men  cried  Qgt  about 
loyaltv,  ^nd  jn  the  next  breath  bribed  the 
manufacturers  into  supporting  them  by 
extracting  money  from  the  pockets  of  the 
people  for  their  benefit  in  the  way  of 
duties.  He  declared  that  he  spoke,  not 
to  the  oflice- seekers,  but  to  that  large  class 
of  voters  who  had  the  interests  of  the 
country  at  heart;  that  he  would  not  use 
the  pulpit  to  advocate  the  claims  of  any 
particulojr  politican  or  any  particular 
commercial  or  political  policy ;  but  this 
was  a  question  which  affected  the  moral 
well  being  of  the  community,  which  every 
minister  shonld  have  at  heart.  Neither 
did  he  spare  Mr.  Mercier  and  his  Mini¬ 
sters,  bat  did  not  leave  the  impression  on 
the  minds  of  his  congregation  that  Mercier ’s 
gnilt  would  justify  the  retention  in  office 
of  the  oorrupt  gang  at  Ottawa,  whom  he 
denounced  in  most  unmistakable  terms  as 
thieves.  He  said  that  if  a  poor,  shivering 
mortal  stole  t  coat  to  keep  himself  from 
perishing  be  would  be  clapped  in  gaol ;  but 
when  men  in  Quebec  steal  f 100,000  and  at 
Ottawa  $1,500,000,  we  jnstify  it  for  thf 
party. 

{Ie  ashed  those  rpen  who  cited  England 
as  an  example  of  everything  we  should 
follow,  to  listen  to  what  the  English  papers 
were  saying  about  ns.  He  then  read 
lengthy  extracts  from  English  newspapers 
oondcmnintr  the  code  of  nolitic&I  moral  it  v 
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established  in  Oanndft  by  the  late  Sir  John 
Maodonald. 

He  oloeed  with  an  eloquent  appeal  to  hia 
congregation  not  to  permit  the  pare  light 
of  political  moraility  and  honesty,  whioh 
has  burned  so  slow  in  Canada,  to  aink  into 
endleaa  night. 

Moxtbsal,  Aug.  U.— The  Tories  of  the 
Gazette  school  are  much  annoyed  over 
Mr.  Johnston's  attack  upon,  Premier  Mer- 
oisr.  Thev  say  the  Orange  leader  showed 
bad  tact  in  calling  upon  his  friends  to 
oppose  “the  Pope-blessed  Count,”  as  this 
will  make  Mr.  Mercier  stronger  than  ever 
among  the  French  Canadians.  They  say 
the  Quebec  premier  will  not  be  slow  to 

Kint  out  that  he  and  his  religionists  have 
Bn  insulted  by  the  Orange  leader  from 
Ireland  and  to  oall  upon  the  electorate  to 
resent  the  interference  of  outsiders  in 
Quebec’s  affairs.  “  This  attack  apon  Mor- 
cier  by  Johnston,”  said  a  Tory  boss  sorrow¬ 
fully  today,  "will  give  the  Quebec  govern¬ 
ment  more  strength  than  can  be  overcome 
by  a  hundred  Pacaud  scandals.  I  wish 
outsiders  would  mind  their  own  business. 
Whenever  they  go  poking  their  noses  into 
Quebec’s  affairs  they  make  capital  for  Mr. 
Mercier  and  bis  followers.” 

Ottawa,  Aug.  21.— The  figures  of  the 
census  complete  the  work  of  exposure  of 
Tory  methods  which  was  partly  done  in  the 
Privileges  and  Eleotiona  Committee  and 
the  Committee  of  Publio  Aocounts.  The 
revelations  may  be  summed  up  in  two  words, 
plundering  and  blundering.  From  the  na¬ 
tional  standpoint,  while  the  plundering  and 
blundering  are  lamentable  iu  themselves, 
it  is  well  that  they  have  been  discovered, 
and  that  at  last  the  whole  people  are  com¬ 
pelled  to  face  the  situation.  That  is  the 
first  step  toward  amendment.  But  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  Tory  party  the 
cause  of  regret  is  not  that  Canada  has 
been  robbed  of  her  money  and  resources 
and  depleted  of  her  population,  but  that 
these  things  have  been  found  out.  The 
most  serious  feature  of  the  business  is  that 
the  census  exhibits  In  an  almost  ludicrous 
light  the  boasts  and  predictions  of  the 
Tory  leaders  and  shows  that  tho  whole 
Tory  policy  has  been  a  lamentable  failure. 
Another  feature  ofthe  case  that  is  exceed¬ 
ingly  embarrassing  to  the  leaders  is  tho 
effect  that  tho  census  must  have  upon  the 
redistribution  of  the  constituencies.  There 
Is  little  doubt  now  that  the  representation 
of  New  Brunswick  must  be  diminished  by 
two,  ot  Nova  Scotia  by  one  and  of  Prince 
Edward  Island  by  one,  while  Manitoba 
will  get  two  new  members  and  the  other 
Provinces  and  Territories  will  remain  un¬ 
changed.  This  means'  that  the  total  repre¬ 
sentation  of  the  Maritime  Provinces,  now 
the  stronghold  of  the  Government,  will  be 
reduced  from  4.1  to  39.  Tho  stumpers  for 
the  Government  in  these  Provinces  will 
havo  an  unenviablo  task.  They  will  not 
only  have  to  mako  a  confession  moat 
humilating  to  tho  Government  but  they 
will  have  to  meet  a  people  whose  local  pride 
will  be  sorely  wounded  by  the  weakening 
i»f  their  representation  in  the  House. 
Again,  the  task  of  rearranging  in  tho  con¬ 
stituencies  of  Quebec  and'Dntario  will  be 
no  easy  one.  Toronto  and  Montreal  each 
claim  at  least  three  new  members,  but  this 
can  bo  obtained  only  by  reducing  the  repre¬ 
sentation  of  -othor  parts  of  Ontario  and 
f Quebec,  because  tho  Provincial  representa¬ 
tion  will  not  be  increased.  If  a  gerrymander 
is  attemped  it  will  bo  resented  with  all  the 
Btrengih  of  the  Liberal  party  of  iH'jl,  which 
is  a  very  different  organisation  from  the 
Liberal  party  of  18K.r>.  In  those  days  the 
Tory  whips  counted  on  a  majority  of  from 
70  to  HO.  Now  they  are  besides  themselves 
with  joy  if  they  can  work  up  a  majority  of 
i~>,  and  more  often  it  is  somewhere  between 
13  and  20.  For*all  these  reasons  the  Tory’s 
reflections  on  tho  redistributiou  are  far 
from  happy.

Canadian*  1m vo  been  much  criticised 
for  an  exc«wiro  use  of  fewwater.  Phyii- 
cian*  continually  cry  out  against  it.  and 
attribute  a  large  (M-rcentage  of  the  sick- 
ness  incident  to  the  summer  season  to 
this  deplorable  habit.  It  is  within  thi 
province  of  tho  Canadian  houMcwife  U 
do  much  toward  correcting  this  order  of 
things,  by  substituting  attractive  bever¬ 
ages  which  satisfy  the  thirst  more  read¬ 
ily,  and  consequently  do  not  offer  th« 
same  temptation  to  overtadulgence. 

Fruit  cordials,  shrubs,  and  vinegari 
are  among  tho  most  refreshing  simple 
summer  drinks,  and  possess  the  merit 
of  Ix-inff)  prepared  at  a  moment’/ 
notice  when  the  sirup  has  once  beer 
made.  One  of  the  finest  ci 
these  is  the  shrub  tnndo  from  tho  black¬ 
cap  raspberry.  Connoisseurs  considei 
the  flavor  much  liner  than  that  of  the 
ordinary  raspberry  vinegar,  whi&i  is 
made  with  red  raspberries. 

Black  Cap  Shrub— Cover  six  quart! 
of  tho  berries  with  good  cider  vinegai 
and  let  them  stand  for  twenty-four  hours. 
Strain  through  n  colander  upon  hI* 
quarts  of  fresh  berries.  Allow'  them  tc 
stand  twenty* four  hours  longer,  thet 
strain  through  a  con  re.  strong  muslin 
bag.  Measure  the  liquid  and  allow  a  pint 
of  sugar  to  each  |  int  of  juice.  Boil  foi 
ten  minutes,  skimming  off  any  impuriti¬ 
es  which  may  rise  to  tho  top,  the  n  bottle 
and  seal.  In  preparing  a  pitcherful  ol 
the  shrub  allow'  one-fourth  sirup  to  three- 
fourths  iced  Water.  The  color  of  thb 
shrub  is  somewhat  deejier  than  tlini 
mude  from  red  berries.  As  it  is  not  al- 
ways  (Kwsible  to  procure  the  black  cap/ 
a  recipe  for  the  red  raspberry  vinegar  is 
given  also. 

Rakpbp.rry  VllTEOAR — Allow  a  pint  oi 
vinegar  to  every  two  quarts  of  berries. 
Let  them  stand  two  days,  then  mas)’ 
and  strain  through  a  bag.  Allow'  om 
pound  of  sugar,  either  granulated  or  loaf, 
to  each  pint  of  juice;  boil  twenty  min¬ 
utes  and  when  partly  cooled  bottle  and 
seal.  Two  or  three  tables poonsful  will 
be  required  to  each  glass  of  water. 

Ginger  ale  is  a  beverage  in  great  favoi 
with  our  English  cousins,  and  tho  follow¬ 
ing  is  a  recipe  most  highly  recoin  mended. 

Ginger  Alk. — One  gallon  of  boiling 
water,  one  and  one- half  ounces  of  ginger 
ono  ounce  of  cream  of  tartar,  one  ]>ound 
of  light-brown  sugar,  two  lemons,  om 
cupful  of  good  yeast.  Roll  the  lemon/ 
and  slice  them  thin,  removing  seeds. 
Pour  tho  boiling  water  upon  tho  ginger, 
cream  of  tartar,  sugur,  and  lemons,  and 
let  them  cook  together  fifteen  minutes, 
Hot  usido  till  almost  cold,  them  ndd  th< 
yeast.  I»t  it  ferment  for  twenty -foul 
hours,  then  strain  and  bottle.  It  Is  im¬ 
proved  by  standing  several  weeks  la-fore 
using.  A  few  hours  Vfore  the  ale  !• 
wanted  set  tho  l/ottles  on  iee.  This  is  a 
delightfully  refreshing  drink. 

English  r.ectnr  is  another  delicious 
drink  for  those  who  do  not  object  to  the 
wino.  Use  three  lomons  rolled  and 
sliced  thin,  tho  juice  of  three  oranges, 
ono  pint  of  cold  water,  and  sugar  onough 
to  make  quite  sweet.  Gut  a  dozen  fi  le 
strawberries  in  halves  and  drop  thorn 
iuto  a  tumbler  of  sherry'.  Add  a  pint  of 
crushed  ice  to  the  lemon,  and  sugar,  and 
last  add  the  sherry  in  which  the  straw- 
berries  have  soaked.  Stir- well  an  l  a  Id 
more  sugar  if  needed. 

Within  a  few  years  syphons  of  soda 
water  have  been  placed  in  market 
for  home  use.  The  syphon  is  kept  in 
the  icsebox  and  with  tho  addition  of 
delicious  home-male  fruit  sirups  a 
la-tter  article  of  soda-water  may  Iks 
had  than  can  ho  l>ought  any  win  re.  Ir 
makinjfpreserves  it  is  a  simple  matter  to

It  is  ss.d  with  considerable  assur¬ 
ance  and  probably  with  a  knowledge 
of  the  facts  that  there  will  bo  a  general 
election  for  the  Commous  sometime 
in  December  of  this  year  or  January 
I  of  next  year.  V  .rious  reasons  are 
assigned  for  this  action  on  the  part  of 
the  Mins  try  at  Ottawa,  the  principal 
I  one  being  that  Lord  Stanley  has  so 
willed  it,  in  view  of  the  gigantic 
boodling  operations  of  which  the 
Government  is  guilty.  It  has  been 
proved  that  the  present  Government 
was  elected  through  gross  corruption, 
practiced  in  many  constituencies,  and 
it  is  not  surprising  to  hear  that  the 
Governor-General  is  opposed  to  the 
retaining  in  office  of  *a  Government 
tainted  with  so  many  scandals.  An¬ 
other  reason  assigned  for  a  geneial 
election  is  that  the  Conservative 
party  are  i»f  aid  to  face  the  election 
courts,  where  many  of  them  fear  very 
unsavoury  reyelutions,  with  a  poss  ¬ 
ibility  i  hat  four  or  more  ministers  would 
be  disqualified.  To  prepare  the  way 
for  a  new  election  we  suppose  there 
will  be  introduced  during  the  present, 
session  a  new  distribution  bill  which 
will  make  ns  many  safe  scats  as 
;  possible  for  the  Government.  The 
1  voteis'  lis  s  arc  now  bsing  rushed  fof- 
!  ward  to  meet  the  emergency,  and 
j  thousands  upon  thousands  of  dollars 
will  be  sjHtft  to  make  the  lists  as 
favorable  ds  po  sible  for  ihe  Conser¬ 
vative  party.  Mr.  Mowat  is  content 
to  appeal  to  the  electors  of  the  Pro¬ 
vince  an  the  voters’  lists  as  prepared 
by  the  municipal  assessor,  many  ol 
whom  are  strong  Tories,  and  aie 
appointed  as  assessors  for  that  and  no 
other  reason  ;  bat  it  is  not  so  with  the 
Dominion.  The  Tories  there  must 
have  a  special  list  prepared  almost 
cntiiely  by  men  of  their  own  party 
many  of  whom  would  strain  a  point  lo 
to  (  b'ain  a  Tory  vote.  Jobbery  on  a 
gigantic  scale,  and  plundeiing  and 
blundeiing  in  every  department,  has 
l*e<  n  proved  against  the  present 
administration  at  Ottawa,  but  whether 
I  the  |  eople  are  prepared  to  “  turn  the 
r.  reals  out  ’  will  depend  upon  how 
much  inllumcc  can  be  brought  to  bear 
on  the  individual  voter  in  tl.e  shape  ol 
dollar  bis.

The  fruit  sirups  re 
ferred  to  will  bo  found  a  great  nddiiiot 
to  plain  lemonade.  Raspberry,  cherry 
and  strawberry  are  tho  most  desirable. 

Half-frozen  sherbet  is  popular  at  din¬ 
ner  on  n  hot  day  and  is  eaten,  like  punch 
from  dainty  glasses  with  a  s)KX»n.  Tni 
following  rule  is  an  excellent  one:  Sher¬ 
bet— Two  lemons,  four  oranges,  white: 
of  two  eggs  beaten  to  a  stilf  froth.  tw< 
cupfuls  of  si'sgar.  one  pint  of  cold  water 
mix  the  ingredients  thoroughly  am 
freeze  like  itxvcream.  If  like  !  a  glass  ol 
claret  mav  be  added  also  and  will  improve 
it  for  some  tastes.

A  Ititf  Canadian  Willow 

Tho  Shelburne,  N.  8.,  Budget  sajys;  la 
the  middle  of  George  street,  rv****  its 
junction  with  Water,  is  tlm  largo** 
willow'  tree  in  Shelburne  county.  This 
tree  when  but  a  sapling  was  brought 
bore  from  New*  York  by  the  Loyalists  iu 
1783.  It  measures  t went y-one  feet  in  cir¬ 
cumference  at  the  height1  of  two  feet 
from  the  ground.  Tho  street  where  the 
tree  stands  is  sixty-six  feet  wide,  but  the 
branches  reach  far  out  on  all  sides,  over¬ 
reaching  each  block  on  its  north  side,  and 
on  its  south  side  about  twenty-five  feet.  A 
circle  down  around  the  tree  at  the  ex¬ 
treme  ]K>iuts  to  which  the  branches 
reach  would  measure  alxrnt  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty  feet.  Many  years  ago  the 
branches  were  cut  off,  reducing  the  tree - 
to  a  stump  alxnit  twenty  feet  high.  Hut 
the  stump,  indignant  at  the  woodman 
who  did  not  spare  the  tree,  straightway 
went  to  work,  as  aforetime,  throwing 
out  its  branches  iu  every  direction.  And 
now’  we  have  the  huge  and  picturesque 
tree,  whose  glory,  possibly,  is  worthy  of 
comparison  with  that  of  Ahe  cedars  ot 
Lebanon.

TO  DEATH  AND  DESTRUCTION. 

An  Open  Drawbridge  uimI  the  Awful  Con* 
sequences — ' The  llrhlge  Tender  Not  to 
Illume—  One  Hotly  Itecovereri;  the 
Other  Vet  llenenth  tlio  Debris— An  In¬ 
quest  to  he  Held. 

Hamilton,  Sept.  I.  Shortly  before  mid* 
uiglil  yesterday  it  serious  rail  way  accident 
occurred  at  the  canal  at  Burlington  beach, 
involving  the  loss  of  two  lives  and  much 
damage  to  rolling  stock. 

On  Sunday  afternoon  a  train  of  -3  coal 
cars  left  Fort  Erie  for  Toronto,  drawn  by 
engine  231).  Conductor  Campbell  was  in 
charge,  and  Engineer  William  Mall  was  on 
the  engine  with  Fireman  W.  .1.  Crouch, 
'Fhe  train  took  the  short  cut  across  the 
1  leach  from  Stone y  ( ’reek,  instead  of  -oming 
around  the  end  of  the  bay.  The  night  was 
stormy  and  a  gale  mhs  blowing  from  the 
e.ist.  Engineer  Hall  had  been  along  there 
Indore,  but  he  seems  to  have  got  mixed  with 
the  lights  and  the  noise  and  darkness. 
There  is  a  heuvx  grade  north  want  towards 
the  bridge,  >uid  lie  ran  up  at  a  high  rate  of 
speed. 

There  is  a  very  stringent  rule  that  every 
train  must  conic  to  a  slop  Indore  reaching 
the  bridge,  but  Hall  says  he  did  not  think 
he  was  so  near  the  canal  until  it  was  too 
late  to  do  anything.  Then  he  shouted  to 
liis'li reman  and  jumped. 

Engineer  Armstrong,  who  operates  the 
bridge,  had  heard  the  train  approaching  ifud 
was  just  preparing  to  close  the  bridge,  when, 
to  his  horror,  lie  heard  the  t  mi  it  come  thun¬ 
dering  on  towards  the  open  chasm.  “It  was 
all  over  in  an  instant,  '  said  Armstrong. 
With  a  tremendous  plunge  the  great  engine 
shot  over  the  brink  and  disappeared  beneath 
the  black  water.  Nine  cars  went  tumbling 
after  it,  crash  after  crash,  the  lights  were 
extinguished,  and  a  terrible  silence  folded. 
For  a  few  moments  the  few  men  who  rushed 
to  the  scene  were  paralyzed  by  the  occur¬ 
rence,  not  knowing  in  tiic  storm  and  dark- 
Oiess  w  hut  to  do.  Then  the  cries  of  a  drown¬ 
ing  man  were  heard  in  the  canal  as  if  the 
swimmer  was  being  swept  along  by  the  eur- 
icnt  towards  the  bay. 

When  the  train  crew  got  together  it  was 
found  that  the  fireman  and  a  breukman  nam¬ 
ed  I^oWrt  Shaw  was  missing.

Taylor  said  to-ifight  that  his  firm  did  not 
complete  the  wont,  that  the  construct  ion  of 
the  engine  house,  round  table,  water  tanks, 
telegraph  lines,  rolling  stock,  etc.,  had  to  bo 
done  by  the  company,  ami  that  the  cost  of 
these  items  would  come  out  of  the  81 18,000 
obliged  to  be  embezzled.

SANTIAGO  SURRENDERS  TO  THE  RE¬ 
VOLUTIONARY  FORCES. 


The  Civil  War  of  the  Fast  Seven  Months 
Practically  Closed  —  Ilalmareda  so  Low 
That  There  Ho  None  to  do  II liu  Honor 
— Ills  Ifouso  Hurued. 

Nkw  Yokk,  Kept.  I. — The  Herald's  cable 
from  Valparaiso,  Chili,  says:  “The  Chun- 
arul  Regiment  of  the  Congressional  army 
took  formal  possession  of  Santiago  last  night 
and  practically  the  last  act  in  the  drama  of 
revolution  which  has  torn  Chili  to  pieces  for 
the  past  seven  months  is  closed.  The  eupital 
city  was  in  the  hands  of  a  blood- thirsty  mob 
last  night,  and  while  it  was  unable  to  satisfy 
its  murderous  instincts  it  did  destroy  a  vast 
amount  of  property.  As  soon  us  the  news 
reached  Santiago  yesterday  of  the  over¬ 
whelming  defeat  of  the  (iovcmmciil  troops 
on  the  height  of  Plaeilla  and  the  fur-oil'  Val¬ 
paraiso,  and  the  people  knew  that  Raima- 
coda’s  power  was  gone  and  they  had  nothing 
to  fear  from  his  wrath,  their  enmity  to  his 
government  broke  forth.  The  cry  was 
raised  that  the  President  should  be  killed 
and  a  mob  started  for  his  house,  it  grew  in 
numbers  and  fury  as  it  went  through  tho 
streets,  and  by  the  time  it  reached  the  exe¬ 
cutive  mansion  was  ripe  for  any  bloody 
deed.  Short  shrift  would  have  been  allow¬ 
ed  U>  the  President  had  he  been  caught.  Mo 
knew  that  he  would  have  little  eham  e  for 
his  life  if  lie  remained  in  Santiago,  and ‘at 
the  first  rcecpt  of  the  news  of  his  defeat  ho 
hid  himself,  and  the  blood-thirsty  desire  of 
the  mob  was  hulk ’d.

Honors  MeKemiaand 
Kastman,  the  Government  newspaper  offices 
and  the  houses  of  several  prominent  ollieials 
were  burned  to  the  ground.

Tho  number  a*<u-mblcd.  piobably 
from  this  cuu®,  wa»  not  salary  as  was  I 
hoped  ;  but  what  was  lacking  in  numerical 
strength  was  amply  inado  up  for  by  ex¬ 
uberant  spirits  and  good  fellowship  of  the 
1TO  or  theroabouts  who  promptly  boarded 
tho  oars  for  Kingston  shortly  after  sevon 
o'clock.  The  improvements  being  mado  in 
tho  track  of  railway  obtained  considerable

the  A.  O.  U.  W.  Tho  lodge  room  is  invit 
jngly  open  for  such  of  the  excursionists 
who  seek  a  little  rest.  Rut  this  number  is 
small,  a  stroll  through  tho  streots,  with 
an  occasion'll  ice  cream,  or  a  smoke,  being 
the  main  diversion.  The  city  is  dull  but 
clean.  The  streets  are  lined  by  stately 
trees,  speaking  of  a  long  time  ago  when 
Ogdeijsburg  was  first  laid  out.  The  side¬ 
walks  are  a  pattern  for  Napanco councillors 
to  follow,  that  is  if  they  will  o\t-r  learn  to 
be  anything  but  good  Tories.  The  citi/e  is 
wore  kind  to  tho  visitors  and  the  visitors 
left  a  goodly  number  of  ten  cents  behind 
them,  the  vest  an  rants  and  tho  ice  cream 
I  arlor8  securing  the  larger  share  of  patron 
ngc.  Easiness  .-.coined  dull  in  the  city  and 
the  McKinley  Rill  was  blamed  as  tho  cause, 
no  doubt  truthfully  onough.
